Center  Survey 

The  committee  working  to 
bring  a  state  supported  Day 
Care  Center  to  the  OMI  area 
has  been  conducting  a  survey 
to  find  people  eligible  for,  and 
desiring  to  use,  such  a  center. 
So  far,  73  families  with  190 
children  have  indicated  they 
are  eligible  for  a  center  and 
want  one.  Another  45  families 
with  114  children  are  ineligible 
but  would  like  such  a  service. 
This  last  group  is  being  sent  a 
questionnaire  which  will  help 
prove  to  the  legislators  the 
need  for  higher  eligibility  rules.

Grant  Awarded 
To  institute 

The  Multi  Culture  Institute, 
a  private  school  on  Miramar 
Street  in  the  OMI  area,  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  grant  of  $200,000  from 
the  Ford  Foundation.  In  No¬ 
vember,  Miss  Harriet  Haber 
came  to  OMI  to  seek  endorse¬ 
ment  for  the  institute  and  Mrs. 
E.  Siden  and  Mr.  C.  Bryant 
saw  to  it  that  this  endorsement 
was  given. 

At  the  Institute,  children 
from  four  to  six  years  learn  to 
develop  an  understanding  of 
their  ethnic  backgrounds 
through  stories,  folklore,  his¬ 
tory,  songs  and  children’s 
games.  This  program  helps 
children  understand  not  only 
their  own  backgrounds  better, 
but  also  to  understand  and  get 
along  with  children  of  other 
ethnic  groups. 

The  grant  allows  for  100  stu¬ 
dents  per  year,  with  quotas 
established  for  25  Jewish,  25 
Chinese,  25  Latin-American 
and  25  Black  children.  If  more 
funds  become  available,  other 
ethnic  groups  may  be  incor¬ 
porated.

Need  for  Trees  in  OMI 

One  of  the  strongest  felt  needs  in  the  OMI  area  is  for  more 
trees.  The  Beautification  Committee  does  everything  it  can  to 
encourage  residents  to  take  the  initiative  themselves.  All  it 
takes  is  for  12  residents  of  a  block  to  decide  they  want  trees, 
and  almost  like  magic — Presto — they  are  here ! ! ! 

The  procedure  for  getting  trees  is  almost  that  simple.  The 
steps  are : 

1.  12  residents  of  a  block  sign  a  petition  to  the  Park-Recrea¬ 
tion  Department  saying  they  want  to  plant  trees.  2.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  will  come  out  and  cut  the  holes  in  the  sidewalk  for  the 
trees.  3.  The  residents  decide  on  the  kind  of  trees  they  want. 
Here  the  Beautification  Committee  can  be  helpful.  We  can  call 
on  Miss  Ruth  Jaffe  in  the  City  Planning  Department.  She  is 
very  helpful,  has  excellent  ideas,  and  is  working  closely  with 
OMI.  The  residents  can  also  call  Brian  Fewer  of  the  Park-

Buy  the  trees  and  plant  them.  The  cost  for  the  type  of  tree 
that  will  grow  well  here  is  about  seven  dollars.  Planting  is 
simple. 

Mr.  Byron  Zimmerman  is  the  contact  person  for  trees  to  be 
planted  in  important,  target  area,  San  Jose  and  Lakeview.  As  it 
is  one  of  the  main  entrances  to  the  OMI  area  from  the  south, 
this  is  a  vital  spot  and  we  should  have  some  attractive  trees 
there.

Dangerous  Lack 
Of  Stop  Signs 

Vera  Lewis  and  Ruby  How¬ 
ard,  OMI  and  CEPP  secre¬ 
taries  suffered  injuries  re¬ 
cently  in  a  collision  at  the  in¬ 
tersection  of  Lakeview  and 
Capitol  streets,  emphasizing 
the  traffic  hazard  at  this 
corner. 

The  dangerous  situation  here 
has  long  been  recognized  by 
Mrs.  Lola  Mae  Tooks,  pres¬ 
ently  serving  as  OMI  block  co¬ 
ordinator  for  the  Farragut 
school  district.  Four  years  ago, 
she  began  a  campaign  to  have 
a  stop  sign  put  on  this  corner. 

Very  recently,  she  sent  a 
petition  with  signatures  of  80 
neighbors  requesting  two  stop 
signs — at  Thrift  and  Capitol 
and  Lakeview  and  Capitol — to 
the  Traffic  Department  at  City 
Hall.

Diologue 

With  Leo  McCarthy 

“We  need  a  Children’s  Center  in  the  OMI."  That's  the  first 
message  I  got  as  your  new  Assemblyman.  The  lack  of  a 
Children's  Center  in  the  OMI  neighborhood  forces  working  resi¬ 
dents  to  travel  a  great  distance  to  reach  the  nearest  location. 
The  nearest  Children's  .Center  is  in  the  Excelsior  District. 

OMI  residents  must  prove  the  need  for  a  Center  by  showing 
enough  working  parents  with  modest  incomes  would  use  the 
Center.  A  survey  now  being  conducted  by  the  OMI  Project 
Committee  can  gather  this  evidence.  I  hope  that  everyone  has 
had  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the  questionnaire  which  was 
given  to  you  recently. 

A  problem  some  OMI  residents  brought  to  my  attention  was 
the  extremely  unrealistic  income  ceiling  for  parents  who  want 
to  use  the  Center.  In  general,  a  single  working  parent  with  one 
child  may  earn  up  to  $463  gross  monthly  income  and  still  be 
eligible.  A  family  with  two  working  parents  and  one  child  may 
earn  up  to  $648  and  still  be  eligible.  $84  is  added  to  the  family’s 
maximum  income  for  each  additional  child. 

I  am  co-author  with  Senator  Tom  Carrell  of  Senate  Bill  39 
which  raises  the  limits  to  $510  where  one  parent  works,  and  to 
$713  for  families  where  both  parents  work.  Senate  Bill  39  also 
requires  that  cost  of  living  increases  be  reflected  in  the 
eligibility  limits  each  year. 

The  bill  did  not  at  first  include  any  increases  in  the  two- 
earner  category.  Some  officials  felt  that  $648  gross  monthly 
income  was  high  enough.  After  receiving  several  letters  about 
this  problem  from  you,  I  was  able  to  have  the  increase  for  two- 
earner  families  included  in  this  legislation. 

I  As  of  this  writing,  Senate  Bill  39  has  received  favorable  rec¬ 
ommendations  from  the  State  Senate  Education  Committee.  It 
must  now  be  reviewed  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee.  I 
am  hopeful  of  Senate  approval  this  month  so  that  we  may  begin 
to  work  for  passage  in  the  Assembly. 

I  have  also  co-authored  Assembly  Bill  1396;  if  passed,  the 
bill  will  appropriate  4  million  dollars  for  construction  of  Chil¬ 
dren's  Centers  throughout  the  state.  Presently,  the  budget  is 
only  2  million  dollars. 

It  would  be  extremely  helpful  if  residents  from  the  OMI 
could  write  to  their  State  Senators  and  Assemblymen,  express¬ 
ing  their  support  for  Senate  Bill  39  and  Assembly  Bill  1390. 
I  am  in  full  agreement  with  those  of  you  who  believe  a  Chil¬ 
dren's  Center  is  important  for  the  OMI.  I  intend  to  help  estab¬ 
lish  a  Center  there.

CEPP  Report 

The  CEPP  staff  and  com¬ 
munity  people  actively  work¬ 
ing  with  the  project  have  just 
finished  writing  the  applica¬ 
tion  to  continue  the  project 
for  the  school  year  1969-70.  A 
number  of  changes  in  the  pro¬ 
posal  provide  more  direct 
services  to  children  and  op¬ 
portunities  for  real  change  in 
the  schools. 

At  the  same  time,  the  pro¬ 
grams  instituted  to  improve 
learning  in  the  schools  are 
continuing.  There  are  func¬ 
tioning  libraries  in  all  our  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  at  this  time. 

The  schools  have  begun  to 
take  advantage  of  the  funds 
available  for  enriching  experi¬ 
ences.  A  class  from  Jose  Or¬ 
tega  and  one  from  San  Miguel 
is  planning  to  visit  the  State 
Capitol  in  Sacramento.

Learn  With  Political  Ed.

The  question  on  Channel  2’s  April  1  Televote  was  “Should  the 
U.S.  adopt  retransigence  in  its  foreign  policy?’’  Sixty-two  voted 
yes  and  38  voted  no.  Out  of  the  100  votes,  perhaps  a  few  recog¬ 
nized  this  as  an  April  Fool’s  joke — BUT — how  many  did  not? 
Retransigence  has  no  dictionary  definition.  It  doesn't  exist. 
What  portion  of  those  100  were  merely  registering  a  “yes”  or 
“no”  with  no  idea  of  what  their  vote  stood  for? 

OMI  wants  to  become  a  part  of  the  informed  voting  public. 
A  political  education  committee  was  established  last  September 
for  just  this  purpose.  The  committee  presented  two  Voter 
Forums  before  the  November  election — one  to  introduce  political 
candidates  and  one  to  discuss  propositions  which  appeared  on 
the  ballot.  The  Forums  proved  helpful  to  the  many  people  who 
attended  and  took  the  knowledge  they  gained  to  the  polls  with 
them. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  committee  is  education — educa¬ 
tion  of  the  members  and  of  the  community.  The  second  purpose 
is  action.  OMI  can  be  a  loud  voice  in  the  political  life  of  San 

Francisco. 

Several  areas  of  concern  are 
already  present  for  investiga¬ 
tion  and  action.  One  of  them 
is  the  proposed  City  Charter 
revision. 

Meetings  of  the  political  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee  are  held  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  Please  con¬ 
tact  the  OMI  Office  (584-8188) 
or  Linda  Johnson  (333-3015) 
for  other  details.
